This is the third office action for application number 10/065,747, Camera Support 
Assembly and Actuator, filed on November 14, 2002. 



Response to Amendment 

The examiner's respectfully withdraws the finality of the last Office action in view of 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. 



Cancellation of Claims 

Claim 4 has been canceled per applicant's request in correspondence dated 
January 29, 2004. Also see attachment in regards to CFR 1 .121 (c). 



Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 1 1, and 22 are objected to because of the following informalities: in line 10, 
-section-- should be inserted after "top" and -a- should be inserted after "and"; in line 1 , of 
claim 1 1 , "4" should be deleted; and in line 1 of claim 22, "4" should be deleted. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-3 and 5-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said camera support" bridging lines 1 1 and 12. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It appears that the word 
-section- should be inserted after "support" in line 12. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation of "an actuator" in line 14, however, the initial claimed 
invention is drawn to a camera support and actuator, it is not understood how an element 
can comprise itself. Also see independent claims, 5, 13, and 18 for the same indefiniteness. 

Claim 16 recites the limitation "said collar end" in line 2 and "said fastener" in line 2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Claim 16 directly 
depends from claim 1 3, claim 1 3 does not cite the limitations of a collar end nor a fastener, 
and these limitations are cited in claims 14 and 15, respectively. 

Claim 17 recites the limitation "said collar" bridging lines 2 and 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The limitation of "a collar" is previously cited 
in claim 16. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 5, 13, and 18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Claims 2, 3, and 5-27 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the primary reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter in the above mentioned 
claims are the limitations of a camera support and actuator including a Z-shape rod having a 
handle section, a camera support section, and a middle section, a skid plate attached to a 
bottom of the camera support section, a camera, the bottom surface of the skid plate 
configured to be in direct contact with and slide over a surface, and wherein the actuator is 
mounted on the handle section to cause movement of the camera, now included in 
independent claim 1 and in combination with the other elements recited in the claim which is 
not found in the prior art of record; a camera support and actuator including a Z-shape rod, 
a camera, a skid plate attached to a bottom of a camera support section, a support column 
between the camera support section and the skid plate, and wherein the actuator is 
mounted on a handle section of the Z-shape rod, now included in independent claim 5 and 
in combination with the other elements recited, which is not found in the prior art of record; 
and a camera support and actuator including a Z-shape rod having a handle section, a 
camera support section, and a middle section, a camera mounted on the camera support 
section, and wherein the actuator mounted on the handle section, includes a shaft internal 
to the handle section and connected to the camera by a cable to cause movement of the 
camera, now included in independent claims 13 and 18 and in combination with the other 
elements recited in the respective claims, which is not found in the prior art of record. 
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Conclusion

A) Amendments to the claims: 

Each amendment document that includes a change to an existing claim, cancellation of a 
claim or a submission of a new claim must include a complete listing of all claims in 
the application. After each claim number in the listing, the status must be indicated in a 
parenthetical expression, and the text of each pending claim (with markings to show 
current changes) must be presented. The claims in the listing will replace all prior claims 
in the application. 

(1 ) The current status of the all the claims in the application, including any 
previously canceled, not entered or withdrawn claims, must be given in a 
parenthetical expression following the claim number using only one of 
(previously presented) and (not entered). The text of all pending claims, 
including withdrawn claims, must be submitted each time any claim is 
amended. Canceled and not entered claims must be indicated by only 
the claim number and status, without presenting the text of the claims. 

(2) The text of all claims being currently amended must be presented in 
the claim listing with markings to indicate the changes that have been 
made relative to the immediate prior version. The changes in any 
amended claim must be shown by underlining (for added mater) or 
strikethrough (for deleted matter) with 2 exceptions: (1) for deletion of 
five characters or fewer, double brackets may be used (e.g., 
fferrorW; and (2) if strikethrough cannot be easily perceived (e.g., 
deletion of the number "4" or certain punctuation marks), double 
brackets must be used (e.g., 11411). As an alternative to using double 
brackets, however, extra portions of text may be included before and 
after text being deleted, all in strikethrough, followed by including 
and underlining the extra text with the desired change (e.g., numb e r 4 
as number 14 as) . An accompanying clean version is not required and 
should not be presented. Only claims of the status "currently amended," 
and "withdrawn" that are being amended, may include markings. 

(3) The text of pending claims not being currently amended , including 
withdrawn claims, must be presented in the claim listing in clean version, 
i.e., without any markings. Any claim text presented in clean version will 
constitute an assertion that it has not been changed relative to the 
immediate prior version except to omit markings that may have been 
presented in the immediate prior version of the claims. 

(4) A claim being canceled must be listed in the claim listing with the 
status identifier "canceled"; the text of the claim must not be presented. 
Providing an instruction to cancel is optional. 

(5) Any claims added by amendment must be presented in the claim 
listing with the status identifier "(new)"; the text of the claim must not be 
underlined. 



(6) All of the claims in the claim listing must be presented in ascending 
numerical order. Consecutive canceled, or not entered, claims may be 
aggregated into one statement (e.g., Claims 1-5 (canceled)). 

B) Amendments to the specification: 

Amendments to the specification, including the abstract, must be made by 
presenting a replacement paragraph or section or abstract marked up to show 
changes made relative to the immediate prior version. An accompanying clean 
version is not required and should not be presented. Newly added paragraphs or 
sections, including a new abstract (instead of a replacement abstract), must not 
be underlined. A replacement or new abstract must be submitted on a separate 
sheet, 37 CFR 1 .72. If a substitute specification is being submitted to incorporate 
extensive amendments, both a clean version (which will be entered) and a 
marked up version must be submitted as per 37 CFR 1 .125. 

The changes in any replacement paragraph or section, or substitute specification 
must be shown by underlining (for added matter) or strikethrough (for deleted 
matter) with 2 exceptions: (1 ) for deletion of fiver characters or fewer double 
brackets may be used (e.g.. rferrorll): and (2) if strikethrough cannot be 
easily perceived (e.g., deletion of the number "4" or certain punctuation 
marks), double brackets must be used (e.g., U4II). As an alternative to 
using double brackets, however, extra portions of text may be included and 
after being deleted, all in strikethrough. followed bv including and 
underlining the extra text with the desired change (e.g., numb e r 4 as number 
14 as) . 

C) Amendments to drawing figures: 

Drawing changes must be made by presenting replacement figures which 
incorporate the desired changes and which comply with 37 CFR 1 .84. An 
explanation of the changes made must be presented either in the drawing 
amendments, or remarks section of the amendment, and may be accompanied 
by a marked-up copy of one or more of the figures being amendment with 
annotations. Any replacement drawing sheet must be identified in the top 
margin as "Replacement Sheet" and include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even though only one figure may be 
amended. Any marked-up (annotated) copy showing changes must be 
labeled "Annotated Sheet Showing Changes" and accompany the 
replacement sheet as an appendix to the amendment The figure or figure 
number of the amended drawings(s) must not be labeled as "amended." If the 
changes to the drawing figure(s) are not accepted by the examiner, applicant will 
be notified of any required corrective action in the next Office action. No further 
drawing submission will be required, unless applicant is notified.
